The Communist philosophy 
is such that any semblance 
of defeatist attitude towards 
the force of Communism is 
dangerous. Many of the in- 
telligentsia regard the world 
and its future today with be- 
wilderment and anxiety, in 
striking: contrast to the sang 
froid of a9 Marxist) whose 
philosophy tells him not only 
what ought to happen but 
what will happen. A Marx- 
ist knows that he is taking 
part in’ the forward march 
of humanity. He is hasten- 
ing the development that 


‘| Vyshinsky said last year that 


will bring happiness to the 
world and bring it all the 
sooner because of his pro- 
payzanda and conduct. This 
simple and naive conviction 
is undoubtedly a great source 
of strength to the Commun- 
ist movement. It enlists an 
immense force of fanatical 
enthusiasm. It captivates 
men and women and de- 
prives them of their critical 
faculties. Marx is accepted 
as the prophet who had dis- 
covered not only the impor- 
tant truths but truth itself, 
so that all that was needed 
for man’s guidance was the 
power of understanding: his 
exposition. Men might 
quarrel over its interpreta- 
tion but fortunately they 
have been provided with in- 
terpreters as infallible as 
Marx himself in Lenin and 
Stalin. And as these inter- 
preters have behind them the 
drilled power of the largest 
State in Europe, their ver- 
sion of the truth is backed 
by material force as impres- 
sive and dominating as the 
force that the ideas of the 
French: Revolution derived 
from the conquests of Napo- 
leon. This sense of certainty 
is a weapon of some impor- 
tance in the struggle of ideas 
in the world. Undoubtedly 
there is the danger that. it 
will affect the spirit and con- 
fidence of the opponents of 
Communism. It is evident 
(they say) that Communism 
is the form that democracy 
is taking in Europe and all 
ithe forces of Liberalism are 
destined to defeat in a world 
where Communism is emerg- 
ing as the only alternative 
to reaction. Anybody who 
accepts this conclusion, who 
thinks that one by one the 
peoples of Europe will follow 
the examiple of Czecho- 
slovakia; is really arguing 
that mankind has to surren- 
der its most important moral 
conquests because democracy 
cannot live up.-to them. 

An admirer of the Rus- 
sian Revolution said it will 
‘take Russia 30 years to reach 
the stage at which the Rus- 
sians enjoy the rights and 
freedom to which the Bri- 
tish are accustomed. M.

Evidently, one afternoon, when 
my sister was suppesed to se 
taking a nap, I had gene into the 
nursery‘and kicked up a fuss. 
My father was out shooting, and 
no one dared to disturb my 
mother. 

My sister's harassed nurse, Laity 
Bill, stormed Into Finech’s room, 
erying, “That boy is impossible.

That, at any rate, is Finch’'s 
story; for myself, I can only say 
that E have absvulutely mo recol- 
lection of the incident, and may 
have rubbed from my memory a 
scene that I did not choose to 
remember. Finch’ is a man of 
probity; Ict his testimony stand. 

In 1901 my father returned 
from an eight-months’ tour of the 
British Empire. 

Coming upon us afresh, after 
that long absence, he was appal- 
led to discover how little Bertin 
and T knew. 

I was then seven and a half— 
an age which customarily finds 
the sons of upper-class English 
families deposited in a_fnashion- 
able preparatory school, to be 
ruled by the classics and the 
master's rod. 

By tradition, however, the 
education of Britlsh Princes had 
semained the province of the prl- 
vate tutor: and my father’s. im- 
mediate response to the nursery 
erlsis was to import without delay 
a tutor of impeccable connectlons.

The cconomics of Shanghai 


Shanghai, April 3. 
are reaching a stage 


: which one financial editor here calls “disaster.” 

The month-end pay-day produced a situation where 
workers could not cash their pay cheques with- 
out taking a 200 per cent discount. 


The inflation is bad enough, 
the editor pointed out, but the 
shortage of bank notes is mak- 
ing conditions ‘considerably 
worse. If it is permitted to con- 
tinue, there is no foresecing 
where {t will end. 

One explanation given was 
that the Inflation now Is so rapid, 
printing presses cannot supply 
moncy os fast as the money loses 
value. 

Therefore, despite a continuous 
flood of new bank notes, they 
drop In value so fast that there 
are never enough of them. 

Business bteuses are besieged 
by workers during the week to 
j“get us some moncy.” 


No Solution 


Although bank balances are 
sufficient to meet all payrolls 
and even, in some cases. to 
pay additional bonuses, there 
stlil was no way to get money 
for the workers. 

The substitulon of. cheques 
for money Is no solution because 
most Chinese are unable to have 
accounts and, even If they did, 
merchants discount’ thelr che- 
ques as well as their employer's 
cheques, 

One businessman sald he be- 
lieved the situation was caused 
by the tnet that the Government 
authorittes, during the panic over 
the approach of the Reds carlier 
this year, gave up trying to cope 
with the sinking economy and 
let) matters take their own 
course, which is now leading to

Colony’ s Ferries 


Maintainittg the lifeline between the Island and. 
Kowloon today are 12 ferry services which 
carry to and fro.qamong them tens of thousands 


of commuters: daily. 


Four main services and one baby system operate in- 
side the Harbour, while seven serve the out- 
lying districts-and islands from: the Colony. 


Of the existing systems, (the 
Star Ferry is the Colony's oldest 
organisation, dating as far bacic 
as 50 years, when the muinland 
was In. its infancy. 

4 was durihy the period when 
harbour crossers had to depend 
on the weather to go over in 
sampans and ’small motor boats, 
which provite poor shelter from 
the elements, that a Parsee busi- 
nessman began the first ferry 
}aervice, operating with two small 
stenm beats using the present 
sites of the Star Ferry plers. 

From that modest beginning, 
Ahe Star Ferry grew to become 
Hong Kong's largest and most 
modern private ferry campany 
today. With’ the increase in the 
volume of traffic, the company 
built, a ferry pier in Hong Kong 


.and leased from the Hong Kong 


and Kowloon Godowns the ferry 
pier on the mainland. 

Today the outgrowth of the 
two-craft service carries tens of 
{housand of commuters, and 
atatlstics of 1948 guve the follow- 
Ing figures: Possengers ferried 
‘per cday—80,060; 28,000,000 per- 
sons were ferried in 108,000 cross- 
ings in the year. 

About 10 years after the in- 
fauguration of the Star Ferry 
.service,, 16 steam Inunch com- 
panies ran a considerable number 
of small steam Jaunches between 
the Yaumat) District and the Is- 
land. The Kowloon, pier was then 
‘just opposite the former Kow- 
léon Magistracy, while the other
